QUESTION OF REMOVAL IS DISCUSSED. 


Gavernment Officials Now Talk About 
Finding Suitable Quarters. 

The occupants of the Postoffice Building 
are already discussing their removal from the 
building in anticipation of the tearing down 
of the old stfucture. Supt. Troy of the raii- 
way postal service and Capt. Stuart of the 
postal inspection department will go with 
the Postoffice to the temporary structure, as 
their reiations with the local Postoffice neces- 
sitate a close connection with it. 

Assistant Treasurer Phelps of the Subtreas- 
ury will have the greatest difficulty in finding 
suitable quarters. The several millions of 
dollars tha he carries in his vaults requires 
more than ordinary care in the selection of 
new quarters. His intimate relations with 
the banks of the city necessitate his office be- 
ing located in the business section of the city 
and within easy reach of the banks. He has 
not yet given the subject of location a careful 
study. 

Internal Revenue Collector Mize will refer 
the matter of a temporary office to the de- 
partment, and has no suggestions to make at 
present. Charles Crane, Chief of the Treas- 
ury Agents, expects to follow the Collector 
of Customs. 

“ I suppose,” said Collector Martin J. Rus- 
sell of the Customs House, that we will go 
to the Appraiser’s Building, corner of Har- 
rison and Sherman streets—at least that will 
be my recommendation. It is the most suit- 
able place. Is is a large building and will ac- 
commodate all of the Treasury departm ents, 
including the Internal Revenue and the Sub- 
treasury. At present most of the six floors are 
eccupied as a government storehouse. The 
government derives no profit from the store- 
house, and it would cost probably about 
$30,000 a year rent for the Treasury offices 
elsewhere, and that would be saved by placing 
us there. The importers would have to place 
their goods now carried in the government 
storehouse in some of the licensed store- 
houses. 

Capt. Porter of the Secret Service will 
probably take an office in the Monadnock 
Block, where are the offices of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Dr. Hamilton of the Marine Service is out 
of the city and his assistant did not know 
where he expected to have his location, unless 
it would be to occupy the vacant rooms at 
the barge office. Custodian Bailey is doubt- 
ful whether his occupation will be gone or if 
he will be placed in charge of the temporary 
postoffice on the Lake-Front. . 

Gen. Anderson of the Pension Department 
expects to be assigned to some location in a 
down-town office buildimg where the patrons 
of his office can have easy access to him on 
pension payment days. 


EXPOSITION BUILDING IS PROFFERED. 


Material in Government Structyre at Jack- 
son Park May Be Used. 

The Columbiac Exposition Salvage com- 
pany has tendered the Government Building 
at Jackson Park to the government authori- 
ties to be utilized as a temporary postoffice 
during the time that the present one is under- 
going the process of demolition and the new 
one is in process of construction. August 
Pollak, the Treasurer of the Salvage com- 
pany, yesterday afternoon addressed a letter 
to the Postmaster making the formal tender 
of the World’s Fair building for the purpose 
stated.

„Justice picture, from the name of its owner, James M. Justice. Mr. Justice died at his home in Logansport, Ind., in 1889, and the portrait was left 
Mr. Justice’s death was sudden and he left no

written record of the history of the picture. Its present owners say it was painted in 1860 and was carried as a banner through the campaign of that 
year. It is abot: 6x10 feet and the figure of Lincoln is a little larger than life size. It was attached to a pole and uot stretched. The name of the artist 
is supposed to be Chambers, and he is said to have been Lincoln’s personal friend. James M. Justice first saw it during the war, when it was carried by 
a regiment of Indiana volunteers in which he had enlisted. The banner was hooted by the Southerners wherever they saw it. It was twice captured and 
recaptured. When recaptured it had a bullethole through the forehead and had been slashed by knives. It was captured a third time, and Mr. Justice 
lost track of it for several years. He was determined to get it, however, and finally found it after the war in an old warehouse in Georgia among the 
effects of a man who had been killed in battle. Mr. Justice restored it, had it framed, and gave it the place of honor in his law office in Monticello, Ind. 
Later he moved to Logansport, Ind., where the picture remained until recently. In Indiana the picture has been carried in many Kepublican campaigns

None of us realized that tne break-down was 
more than an ordinary affair and many of us 
began speculating how long a time would 
elapse before the engineers got the break 
patched up and we would be again on our 
course, 

** We lay to for sixteen hours while the full 
corps of engineers worked on the fractured 
cylinder. A brass sleeve wasslipped over the 
fracture and bolted over in position, and in 
this way the engineers were enabled to again 
start up the engines. 

% The broken cylinder and its companion 
could not be used, however, and as steam was 
cut off from the boiler of the engines 
the speed was reduced one-half. Even 
at this rate we were ee — 
capped by being compel to stop 
every twelve hours to replace the brass lin- 
ings, which were continually wearing out un- 
der the strain. 

„Ali would have gone well but for the ter- 
rible storm which beset the disabled vessel on 
the fourth of the month. It struck us while 
we were lymg to to make repairs. vessel 
pitched and tossed frightfuily in the gale, and 
for the first time since the break-down the 
passengers began to feel uneasy, The engi- 
neers were unable to work because of the vio- 
lent tossing of the ship.

FIRST SIGN OF THE MISSING STEAMER. 


Little Cloud of Pale Rue Smoke That 
Puzzies Observer Tempe. 

Fim Isk. aN, N. = Feb. 11.-—-[Special.]— 
The first sign of La Gascogne wasa tiny cloud 
of pale blue smoke seen to the eastward from 
the Marine Otservatory on Fire Island. At 
the time two reporters, the first human beings 
to reach the island from the mainland in ten 
days, were carefully scanning the horizon 
twenty miles away with the big telescopes, 
What they were anxious to see was a large 
steamer having two masts and two red stacks 
with black tops. Marine Observer Temple 
came over and took a squint through the 
glass at the smoke. 

It is not a Dutchman,” he said, because 
the smoke is too light in color. It does not 
look like a liner, because on a liner the smoke 
comes out id a steady stream and leaves a 
trail. It cannot bea tramp ora coaster, be- 
cause they always send up their smoke in 
puffs. I can’t seem to make out that smoke 
at all. There’s something the matter with 
that steamer. It's only creeping aud steers 
very cranky. Looks like it might be the 
missing Frenchman, but I can’t quite make 
out the color of its stacks yet. 

A few minutes ela and word came from 
Capt. John Penny of Smith'e Point that the 
steamer was certainly a French liner, as it had 
black rings encircling the tops of its red 
stacks, and that there could be no doubt 
it was La] Gascogne. Observer Temple 
studied his records and declared the only other 
French liner bound in this part of the world 
was a small affair, brig-rigged, with but a 
single stack. 

or the next half hour the telephones 
which connect the Life Saving Station with 
the Observatory were rmging tor Fire Island 
and askmg Mr. Temple if he had seen the 
Frenchman and itz it were really La Gas- 
cogne. Mr. Temple replied to all that he had 
not only seen it but identified it. 

It took La Gascogne over two hours to 
cover the seventeen miles traversed from the 
time it was first sighted until it reached a 
point opposite the Observatory. It passed 
within two miles of shore, Powerful glasses 
studied it for two hours as it approached, try- 
ing to discover some sign which would indi- 
cate the cause of the trouble. 

The uncertain manner in which La Gas- 
cogne followed its course suggested that its 
rudder had been damaged, but that was only 
conjecture. Its buoyancy showed clearly that 
its coal supply was nearly exhausted, if not 
entirely so, and it was wondered if it had not 
burned a part of its cargo for fuel, It was 
ho that the boat would show some signal 
telling of its mishap, but the company signal 
of the French line was all that was displayed. 

The smoke cloud increased in area slowly 
as the minutes passed. A quarter of an hour 
had and it did not make a ten-foot 
patch on the clear sky. Then there came a 
tinkling in the telephone bell, and Capt. Syd- 
ney Smith ot the Forge River Life-Saving 
Station, seventeen miles down the beach, 
asked for Mr, Temple. 

„There's a steamer off here,” he said, 
“with two sticks and twostacks. It isa big 
one and coming in very slowly.” 

It was 4:03 o’clock when the message from 
Forge River was received, Ten minutes later 
Capt. Smith called up che observer again.

WASHINGTON GRATEFUL AT THE NEWS, 


People at the Cxpital Keep an Anxious 
Watch for La Gascogne, 
Washineror, D. C., Feb. 11.—The news of 
the safe arrival of La Gascogne was re- 
ceived in this city with sincere expressions of 
joy and gratefulness. Several Washington- 
ians were believed to be aboard, but the in- 
terest in the fate of the craft was by no means 
confined to their friends and acquaintances. 
Hyndreds of people who had no con- 
nection of their own the matter 
have seemed to take a true personal interest 
in La Gascogne’s destiny. For the last three 
days nuwberiess inquiries have been made of 
the Associated Press for news on the subject, 
and many prominent people have especially 
requested t they be notified as soon as La 
Gascogne was heard from. The bulletin 
stating it had been sighted was circulated with 
great rapidity throughout the city and every- 
where was the topic of conversation and con- 
gratulation. a 
Purapgevrnia, Pa., Feb. 11.—The news of 
the arrival of La Gascogne was received in 
this city with much interest. From the time 
the first bulletin was posted anxious crowds 
congregated about the newspaper offices 
awaitmg more definite news.

La Ga ne grounded on a shoal below the 
southwest Spit May 4. 1893, It had left its 
pier in this city in the early morning and had 
run aground in thick fog at noon. 


THIRTEEN PILOT BOATS ARE MISSING. 


Shipping People Begin te Feel Alarmed 
for the Safety of the Crews, 

New York, Feb. 11.—[{Special,]—Thirteen 
pllot boats from this port are at sea and not 
spoken ina week. Shipping people are be- 
ginning to feel alarmed for the safety of the 
fleet now out. James Stafford’s T. 8. 
Stafford No. 18 was blown out to sea while 
acting as the “take-off” or station boat. 


None of the incéming pilots has spoken i | 


since it was carried away. As it took the 
number of the Enchantress, which was lost in 
the blizzard of 1888, shippimg men are shak- 
ing their heads over the possibility of No. 18 
proving an unlucky number. Just how many 

ilots are aboard the Stafford cannot be 
earned, Pilot Gus Petersen was its Captain, 
and it is believed it also had on board a boat- 
keeper, a cook, and a crew of four. The num- 
ber of men aboard each of the other pilot 
boats is thought to be two pilots and a crew 
of five, which will bring the total close to 100. 


CREW OF THE ESTERBROOK RESCUED. 


Pilet Boat America Saves Eight Men from 
Drowning. 

New York, Feb. 11.—Pilot Devlin of pilot 
boat America No. 21, who brought the City 
line steamer Llandaff City from sea today, 
reports that Saturday, in latitude 40° longi- 
tude 71°, the America sighted a schooner fly- 
ing signals of distress, bore down to it, and 
stood by for sixteen hours until 2 a. m. Sun- 
day, when, with the greatest difficulty, it suc- 
ceeded in rescuing the crew, consisting of 
eight men. It proved to be the schooner 
Rose Esterbrook of Boston; from Norfolk 
for New Bedford, coal laden, full of water 
and sinking rapidly. Fifteen minutes after 
the crew was rescued the schooner sank from 
sight. The America probably will arrive in 
port tomorrow afternoon with the ship. 
wrecked crew. The rbrook encountered 
a succession of terrific northwest gales with 
high seas, during which the vessel labored 
and strained heavily. causing it te spring a 
leak. and, although the crew worked. con- 
stantly at the pumps, the leak inereased until 
it was full of water.

Much Anxiety Felt for the Steamer in 
Gotham and Jacksonville. 

New Yorn, Feb, 11.—Considerable anxiety 
is felt in this city and Jacksonville for the 
safety of the steamer City of St. Augustine, 
Capt. Gaskill, Since it sailed from Jackson- 
ville Jan. 30 no word has been received about 
it. It should make the voyage in from four 
to five days, and is now about seven days 
overdue. Its crew numbers fourteen men. 

The Ward line steamer Santiago, Capt. 
Leighton, arrived from Nassau today bring- 
ing First Assistant Engineer Underwood and 
thirty-nine members of the crew of the steam- 
er Cienfuegos, stranded at Pierre Island, off 
Harbor Island. The officers of the steamer 
Cienfuegos and afew members of the crew 
are standi by the vessel salving cargo. 
From one of the crew of the steamer it was 
learned that Monday, Feb, 4, at 4:30 a. m., 
during a fresh northwest wind and 
high sea, the weather demg some- 
what 1 the steamer stranded on a 
reef about five miles north of Harbor Island 
and some forty-five miles north of Nassau. In 
less than five minutes after the vessel struck 
the reef the fires were put out and within 
twenty minutes it became full of water. Im- 
mediately on the vessel’s striking Capt. Hoyt 
ordered the ship’s boat got in readiness to 
launch, The work was quickly accomplished, 
the boats swung out, and every preparation 
made. At 7 a. m. the little fishing schooner 
Good Will bore down to the steamer and todk 
off its passengers and ge. At 10 a. m. 
the company’s steamer ntiago hove in 
sight and stood as close as possible to its dis- 
abled sister ship. It lay by for some hours, 
but could do nothing to aid the stranded ves- 
sel. crew of the Cienfuegos lost nearly 
all their persona! effects,

TO INVESTIGATE J, CRANSTON’S CASE,

Denver has adopted the Universal Mercan- 
tile schedule for rating risks in that town. In 
this Denver is ahead of a majority of the 
towns in the United States. Whether the 
Universal schedule shall be adopted or some 
other schedule having in view the same idea 
it is bound to have a beneticial effect upon in- 
surance business in the United States. There 
is in insurance what is known as the ordinary 
and preferred risks. The preferred risks in- 
clude dwellings, flats, and smail stores with 
single occupants where the upper floor is used 
as a dwelling. The ordinary risks include 


stores and business buildings in the wholesale 


and heavy retail districts, and this class of 
risks is not considered as desirable as the 
other. There is a distinctron made in the 
com missions paid to agents and brokers on 
tne two classes of business. The reason for 
this lies in the fact that, at the rates charged 
on the two classes, there is more profit in the 
preferred than in the ordinary risks. 

Insurance is supposed to be based upon the 
amount of risk a — 2 ed incurs in writing a 
policy. After taking into consideration 
expense attached to the carrying on of the busi- 
ness, which averages 35 per cent of the total 
premiums collected, it is supposed a rate shall 
be charged which shail make good the losses 
on each particular class written leave a 
profit to the company. This is the ry of 
1 In practice it does not prove 
Lie case. competition for the big risks 
became so strong that one cut after another 
was made in the rate until there remains a 
premium which is not commensurate with the 
risk incurred. Commissions on this class of 
business have been reduced until now the 
average rate in Chicago to the local agent on 
ordinary risks is 15 per cent, while on pre- 
ferred risks he is paid 25. As it now stands 
the rich man or merchant who carries 
policies aggregating thousands of dollars on 
down town property gets hie insurance for 
less than cost, while the owner of a dwelling 
must not only pay his own risk but must heip 
make up the deficit caused by insuring others 
at too low a rate.

THE LINCOLN ANNIVERSARY. 

The anniversary of the birthday of Abraham 
Lincoln has again come round and will be cele- 
brated in this city with a degree of dignity and 
enthusiasm which shows that Chicago still 
keeps green the memory of the great war 
President and representative of the American 
people in the stormiest period of their history. 
The Marquette club, following its annual 
custom, will give a birthday banquet upon a 
scale surpassing all its previous efforts. The 
list of speakers who will reply totoasts is a 
memorable one. Col. George R. Peck has 
the place of honor. having been selected, to 
reply t> the toast of Abraham Lincoln, 
and it goes without saymp that an eloquent 
and patriotic tribute may be expected from 
him. Congressman Cousins of Iowa, Frank 
Hamlin and George B. Swift of Chicago, 
Charles N. Anderson of New York, a colored 
man already noted as an orator, Congress- 
man Dailzeil of Pennsylvania, and Congress- 
man-elect Cannon of Utah willbe the other 
speakers. The occasion will be one long to 
be remembered in the annals of this active, 
popular club, In addition to this banquet 
there will be a celebration at the Auditorium, 


1 at which Kentucky's favorite orator, Henry 


Watterson, a warm admirer of Lincoln, will 
pay an eloquent tribute to his memory, the 


remainder of the program consisting of 


musical selections. At Evanston the Ger- 
mania Männerchor of this city will unite 
with the German department of the North- 
western University in a fine musical ¢éelebra- 
tion, the orator of the evening being Judge 
Theodore Brentano. The representatives of 
the pulpit paid their tributes to Lincoln Sup- 
day. Thus all classes have joined in this wel- 
come and loving duty. 

It is needless to add any word to what has 
already been said or to anticipate what may 
yet be said as to the life, character, and deeds 
of Abraham Lincoln. It is more to the point 
to chronicle the grateful fact that as the years 
go by the memory ofthis man of the people, 
from whom he was never separated, even 
when in the highest position to which they 
could call him, is more and more loved and 
respected. It shows that the people whom he 
trusted and to whose voice he always listened 
have not forgotten his two supreme deeds, the 
preservation of the Union, assistedfby his mili- 
tary and naval heroes, and the dmancipation 
ok a race from slavery. They love him be- 
cause of his simplicity, his naturalness,-his 
truth, his great sympathy,his freedom from al- 
fectation and conventionality ſeven when at the 
height of his power, his measurement of the 
men with whom he had to deal, and his still 
more accurate measurement of himself. Con- 
gressman Cannon in the brief interview 
printed yesterday aptly characterized him as 
„ man Who was a type of the mass, who, 
in coming from it, was not separated from it, 
who knew that he was but a type, and who, 
in critical times, did not waste and weaken 
by discursive observations, but studied and 
answered himself and thereby answered 
the best people and the dominant 
thought in all the cities and vil 
lages of the land.“ It is this that has 
made him the best loved of all Americans by 
the people at large. He himself was literally 
of the people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple, and his great tenderness and loving sym- 
pathy have elicited answering love and rever- 
ence both North and South. The peopie knew 
him and understood him and cume nearer to 
him than to any other of the great American 
statesmen. Those who knew him in life are 
fast passing off the stage of action, but his 
grand memory, his great deeds, and his won- 
drously eloquent words remain for the com- 
ing generations. That government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people, in 
the strong, simple words with which he 
closed the matchless Gettyeburg address, will 
always remain so long as the people cherish 
his mémory and follow his precepts. 


THE NEED OF GOOD ALDERMEN. 

Within the next ten days the Republicans 
of the thirty-four Chicago wards wili have to 
nominate Aldermen. In doing so naturally 
they will select members of their own party. 
But in making their selections they ought to 
have something besides the party creed in 
mind. It is not enough for a candidate to be 
sound on the tariff question or in favor of 
honest money, for those are not questions 
which the Council has to pass on. A nomi- 
nee ought to be honest and he ought to have 
at least a little more than the average amount 
of intelligence. He ought to be a man whom 
the agent of a corporation will not approach 
fearlessly and ask him what his price is. 

There are a number of outgoing Aldermen 
who have been for sale to the highest bidder 
since they were elected. Some of these men 
call themselves Republicans and doubtless 
always vote straight for the candidates ef that 
party. Bat straight voting at the poles does 
not make amends for crooked voting in the 
Council. Some of these men have voted for 
about every corrupt ordinance that has been 
put through that body. So, no matter if they 
are ready to indorse every word in the Re- 
publican national platform, they ought to be 
cast out. 

The Republicans of the different wards 
ought to make an effort this year to improve 
the quality of their ‘representatives and not 
think they have discharged their whole duty 
when they have elected men who call them- 
selves Republicans. When a boodle ordi- 
nance is up the men who oppose it do not 
do so because they are Republicans, and 
those who favor it do not do so 
because they are Democrats. Those who 

ere for it or against it are so because 
they are dishonest or honest. The Republic- 
an boodler and the Democratic boodler for- 
get all party differences and unite as easily as 
do two drops of water. 

The task of getting decent men is made 
harder, not so much by the fact that voters 
will not go to the primaries as by the fact that 
those men who ought to accept Aldermanic 
nominations will not do so. There are few 
wards, if any, in which men cannot be found 
who would make creditable Aldermen. But

PLUNDERING THE GENERAL GOVERN- 
MENT. — 

Last weet ibe Committee on Rules of the 
House of Representatives made a report trec- 
ommending that a bill for the payment of 
certain war claims which have been passed 
on by the Court of Claims be taken up to re- 
main before the House until disposed of, The 
bill appropriated $718,000, a third of which 
is for loyal residents of the State of Mis- 
sissippi, who allege that their property was 
used or destroyed by United States troops. 

There are same amusing facts connected 
with these claims, One loyal woman who 
lived near Natchez is allowed $90,000 fora 
cotton gin, cotton, corn, etc., alleged to have 
been burned by Gea. Grant’s troops. In 
1871 she madea claim for $117,000 and 
swore to its correctness. She was paid $56,- 
000 and gave a receipt and a release of all 
demands against the government, But in 
1882 she sécured the passage’ of a special 
law for the readjudication of her ease. Then 
she filed a new cleim, but this time for a 
million dollars. In 1871 she swore she had 
lost 25,000 bushels of corn worth a dollar a 
bushel. In 1881 she swore she had lost 160,- 
000 bushels of corn at $3 per bushel. Finally 
she was given $35,000 more under an act 
which provided explicitly that she should 
only receive the money upon giving a full re- 
ceipt and discharge to the government, 
Nevertheless in 1887 the ant turned up 
again. The Court of Claims heard her case 
and dismissed it and the Supreme Court af- 
firmed the judgment. But in 1891 the Court 
of Claims took up the case again and it is 
proposed now to pay her $90,000 more. 

Another “loyal” claimant who is allowed 
818.000 is Eliza Green. In 1871 she put in 
u claim for $65,000, but it was shown that 
her husband, two sons, and several sons-in- 
law served in the Confederate army during 
the war and that she herself visited the army, 
baking bread for them, ete. Her claim was 
rejected. Twenty-one years later she ap- 
peared before the Court of Claims asking for 
$56,000. But the court thought this a large 
amount of stores and supplies to be taken 
from a tract of land which cost only $8,000, 
so it cut her down to $18,000, It gets over 
the disloyalty of the family thus: “ No claim 
for any portion of the property so captured 
has been preferred by Washington Green, the 
husband of the complainant. At the time of 
the vapture of the property it was in the pos- 
session of the wife, he being absent and with- 
in the Confederate lines. 

The House refused by a large vote to pro- 
ceed with the consideration of the bill, but of 
those who voted in the negative many did so 
for the discreditable reason that the bili did 
not embrace claims enough. They wanted it 
to take in a lot of venerable Northern grabs 
as well as these Southern steals. If the bill 
had inciuded some moldy French spoliation 
claims they would have voted joyfully for the 
bigger job. But when they saw the Southern 
members trying to push through this meas- 
ure for the benefit of the loyal men and 
women of Mississippi and South Carolina, 
thus leaving them free to fight Northern 
claims, they made a row and beat the bill. 

There is a possibility now that Massachu- 
setts and South Carolina, Mississippi and 
Pennsylvania will go into partnership in the 
stale claims business—will pool their is- 
sues ’’ and try to put through a bill amended 
so as to include the French spoliatons claims 
as well as these war ones. Perhaps they will 


succeed, for when these different classes of 


looters Of the Treasury pull together they 
have a good deal of influence. 

They ought to be defeated. This is no time 
to be voting away money unnecessarily. 
There is a deficit in the Treasury, not a sur- 
plus. The President has made an arrange- 
ment for the sale of bonds at 3% per cent to 
get gold. The gold thus obtained should not 


de paid out to satisfy the bogus claims of the 


loyal residents of the cotton States or the 
100-year-old claims for vessels destroyed 
while the country was in a state of war with 
France. This business should be stopped, 
The law under which the Court of Claims was 
authorized to pass on these claims without re- 
gard, as the court iteelf says, to their legality 
or equity should be repealed and the claim- 
ants told that the government will not listen 
to them. 


BUILDING LOANS AND HALF-WORTH 


DOLLARS, 

The Auditor’s report on building and loan 
associations in Illinois shows that at the be- 
ginning of last December the total assets of 
these associations was $81,796,350. De- 
ducting from this the value of the real estate 
and furniture, which it may be claimed would 
sell for a greater number of half dollars than 
of full dollars, there remains an aggregate of 
79 million dollars of money and money 
credits due the stockholders. All this money 
has been invested in the loan associations, or 
through them, by a large number of persons, 
all of whom belong to the wage-earning class, 
and very many of them receiving relatively 
small wages, this including numerous women 
who serve as hired help in private families, 
hotels, etc. 

Every dollar of this 79 millions was paid in 
gold or its equivalent. The investors work 
on the gold basis, were paid on the gold basis, 
and the dollars tury saved had and have all 
the purchasing power of gold dollars. But 
now certain knaves and simpletonsin this 
country are agitating for a drop to the 46 or 
47 cents on the dollar basis by the adoption 
of free silver coinage. If these cranks were 
aliowed to have their way the investors in the 
building and loan associations of Illinois 
would be paid 79 million less-than-half-worth 
dollars instead of that number of full-worth 
dollars. The dollars they would be paid “ in 
full satisfaction of their claims against the 
associations would have a total buying power 
of not to exceed 87 million dollars of the 
present money, and the unfogtunate investors 
would lose the other 42 millions. 

Who would get the benefit of this nefarious 
arrangement? A comparatively small num- 
ber of persons who have borrowed the money 
for the purpose of erecting buildings as 
homes for themselves for the avoidance of 
rent-paying for the future, or which 
they hope to be able to sell at a 
profit, These folks, who have  bor- 
‘rowed the money in chunks so big that 
each one is composed of the contribu- 
tions of some dozens of stockholders, are the 
ones to reap the advantage gained by robbing 
all the rest under the cover of a free silver 
coinage law. These few borrowers would be 
allowed to escape on payment of the number 

of “dollars” originally agreed upon, but as 
each of the dollars would be worth less than 
half the present dollar in buying 
power the borrower would pay less 
than half his debt and keep the 
property as it he had paid it all. The aver- 
age borrower owes about half. Suppose he 
has a house and lot worth $2,000 in present 
money on which he owes $1,000, or 50 per 
cent. The proposition is that he shall be 
allowed to ery quits” by the payment of 
1.000 cheap dollars. With no change in

reduced in value more than 50 per cent. 
This is what is counted on by the scoundrels 
who advocate “free coinage at the ratio of 
16 to 1,” and falsely claim that it would re- 
sult in bimetallism,“ when they know well 


the consequence must be debased silver 


monometallism. There is neither equity, 
honesty, nor good public policy in sucha 
scheme. On the contrary, it is agitated for 
by knaves with direct knavish intentions and 
hopes, among which is the infliction of se- 
vere on the poorer class of savers among 
the wage-earners who have accumulated a 
few dollars of credit in a building loan asso- 
ciation ot a savings bank, but have not 
enough to purchase a home for themselves or 
families. If the working people understuod 
half the amount of scoundrelism that js in- 
cluded in the free silver plea they would 
mark down on a black-list the name of every 
one of the rogues who are clamoring for 
“* free silver and scout them out of associa- 
tion with honest men. Especially should the 
wage-savers of Illinois who have invested 
their little surplus capital in the building loan 
associations and the savings banks see how 
seriously their interests are menaced and feel 
that it isa case deserving the treatment sug- 
gested by the poet who wrote: 


Put in every honest hand a whip, 
To lash the rascal naked through the world. 


“THE DEMOCRATIC REMEDY.” 

Under this title the Atlanta Constitution ed - 
itorially advises “the Democratic party to 
carry out the “ unredeemed pledge given 
by its national convention in 1892, to 
make both gold and silver the standard money 
of the country and to open the mints to both 
metals on equal terms.“ It says: 

We have tried the single gold standard and it 
has brought disaster to every interest except 
that of the Eastern Shylocks. Why not now try 
the Democratic remedy of bimetallism? Why 
not restore silver as a part of the standard money 
of the country? 

It is not the gold standard that has brought 
disaster to the country, but Democratic 
misrule. The people of the United States 
were prosperous on the single gold stand- 
ard“ for many years up to the beginning of 
1893, when business confidence was shaken 
by fears that the Democratic administration 
would not maintain thgt standard, and that it 
would join with a Démocratic Congress to 
pass measures for lowermg the protection 
then accorded by law to.American industry. 
But for that there would have been no busi- 
ness depression, no deficiency of national 
revenue, and no necessity to borrow gold 
with which to maintain the parity and restore 
the Treasury reserve. Why not advise the 
Democrats to abolish the cause of all this 
mischief instead of recommending what 
would intensify the evil? 

It is not true that silver is not now a part 
of the standard money of the country. Under 
the acts of 1878 and 1890 the Treasury has 
purchased silver bullion to the amount of over 
464 millions, which today is worth only 
about 295 millions, A large part of that 
silver has been coined, and is represented in 
the standard money of the country, every 
dollar of it being available for the payment 
of taxes and ocher indebtedmess, public and 
private. Assuchit is doing duty at fully 
twice the intrinsic value of the bullion con- 
tained in the coin. What have the silverites 
to complain of in that arrangement? Is it 
not rather a discrimination in favor of silver 
than against it? 

The Democratic national platform of 1892 
pledged its party to “the use of. both gold 
and silver as the standard money of the 
country,” but added the important proviso 
that the dollar unit of coinage of both 
metals must be of equal intrinsic and er- 
changeable value, ar be adjusted in such a 
way As shall insure the maintenance of the 
parity of the two metals and the equal power 
of every dollar at all times in the markets 
and in the payment of debt.“ How else can 
this demand be honored under present condi- 
tions than by redeeming in gold such due 
bil's of the government as are presented at 
the Treasury, accompanied by a request for 
their redemption in- gold? In the bullion 
markets of the world twenty silver dollars are 
not worth so much as a ten dollar gold piece. 
The silver coin is kept up to gold 
parity only by the government guarantee, and 
if that should be withdrawn, as it would be by 
the refusal to redeem in gold. the silver coins 
would have nothing to hold them up above the 
buying power represented by their bullion 
value, as is the case in all free silver coun- 
tries. How would that be carrying out the 
pledges of the Democratic platform? It 
would not give us bimetatlism,“ but silver 
monometallism, as in Mexico, There would 
be no “equal exchangeable value between 
the gold and silver coins, no ‘* safeguards of 
legislation tor the maintenance of the 
parity,” and no equal power of every dol- 
lar in the markets and in the payment of 
debt, unless as the phrase “every dollar” 
was construed to mean every silver dollar 
with the gold ruled out by the fact that no 
man would be fool enough to give $2 for $1. 

So the declarations of the latest Democratic 
national platform cannot be construed into 
support of the ciaim and ciamor for free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1.“ No such 
ratio is possible in any country of the wide 
world, and no such thing was demanded by 
the platform, If the Constitution really 
wishes to see the financial principles enunci- 
ated in that platform carried out it will advise 
the party to rally to the support of President 
Cleveland in his determination to preserve 
the parity and the equal power of the silver 
dollar with the dollar’s worth of gold at ail 
times in the markets and in the payment of 
debt.” It will argue in favor of an honest liv- 
mg up to our obligations instead of favoring 
more than half way repudiation as it does 
now. 


SEEKING FOR NON-PARTISAN APPOR- 
TIONMENTS.' 

Two years ago the Democratic Legislature 
of Wisconsin passed a legislative apportion- 
ment measure which was a rank gerryman- 
der. The Republicans appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which held it unconstitutional 
The Legislature made another apportion- 
ment, which was also set aside by the court, 
though not quite as bad as its predecessor.

Supreme Court at the suit of any citizen. 

Very probably such a commission would 
make a more equitable apportionment than a 
party caucus although this commission might 
divide on party lines, as the Electoral Com- 
mission did, and whichever side had the odd 
man weuld fare best in the deal. But assum- 
ing that the apportionment submitted is a 
just one it does not follow that the General 
Assembly will accept it. For it is not appar- 
ent how a Legislature can divest itself of the 
right to pass any apportionment bill it pieases 
provided of course it is framed in accordance 
with the provisions of the Constitution. It is 
possible to frame many apportionments, each 
of which would be legal, and it would be diffi- 
cult to tie the Generai Assembly down to a 
particular one. 

Atany momenta Legislature which was of 
a partisan turn of mind might take the bit in 
its teeth and throw the work of the commis- 
sion overboard if it did not give the party in 
power decidedly the dest of the game. There- 
fore while this commission plan may be of 
value if lived up to honestly the greatest safe- 
guard against a gerrymander will be the right 
of appeal to the Supreme Court and the con- 
stant assertion by that tribunal of the princi- 
ple that the Legislature is no more exempt 
from obedience to the Constitution than are 
other branches of the government. : 


DIVERSIFIED FARMING SOUTH. 

A meeting of farmers of Anderson Connty, 
S. C., was held a few days ago to take action 
in regard to the reduction of the acreage in 
cotton this year. The moeting resolved in 
favor of a great decrease, with a correspond- 
ing increase in the acreage seeded to corn to 
make the latter supply the wants of farmers, 
The resolutions also embraced the following 
points: That the farmers devote more atten- 
tion to the production of sorghum, potatoes, 
peas, hay, and other food Grops; that the 
Railroad Commissioners take immediate 
steps to have made a reduction of 50 per 
cent on freight rates for ali fertilizers, and 
that the excessive use of commercial fertiliz- 
ers be discontinued; that instead of the farm- 
ers having their meat houses in St. Louis and 
Chicago they should be erected upon their 
own premises and filled with home produc- 
tions; that the erection of cotton factories 
and all other enterprises which will employ 
labor in their midst and utilize the raw prod- 
ucts of the land be encouraged by the farmers 
of Anderson County, and that those of all 
other counties in South Carolina be request- 
ed to unite in doing likewise. As the resolu- 
tions contained no alfusion to free silver”’ 
it may be inferred that the people in at- 
tendance at the meeting were wise enough to 
understand that nothing is to be gained by 


b cutting the currency unit in two, but that

The Charleston News and Courier says that 
one of the other counties, Newberry, already 
has adopted that policy in part. It says most 
of the planters there raise their own supplies 
of oats, corn, meat, and hay, and some few 
raise their own wheat, while with the major- 
Ity of those in the lower part of the county 
cotton isa money crop. ‘* Low prices do not 
affect such planters to the extent that it does 
those who raise nothing but cotton. The 
same paper gives the results of recent experi- 
ments with the growing of “ blue Medit erra- 
nean wheat. Three bushels were sown in the 
fall of 1893 on land that had produced 150 
pounds of cotton to the acre. A bushel was 
sown to the acre, with ten times as many 
bushels of cotton-seed used as a fertilizer. 
The result was thirty-six bushels, for which 
the owner refused $45. Alloomg $7.50 per 
acre as the total cost connected with the crop, 


he could have cleared $22.50, or just the. 


same amount ‘hat his 450 pounds of cotton 
would have brought at 5 cents, and this makes 
no allowance for the value of the wheat straw, 
which in this variety is soft, almost like oat 
straw, and in Virginia is a favorite rough for- 
age for cattle. The success of this and other 
experiments has been sufficiently encouraging 
to iuduce several farmers.in Newberry County 
to sow the named variety of wheat last fall, 
and the result is awaited with much interest, 


A rar published in Helena, Mont., and 
devoted to the advocacy of “‘free coinage at 
16 to 1, quotes Lord Brassey as stating in a 
recent address before the London Chamber of 
Commerce that the best thing to do was to 
keep up the price of silver.“ But the noble 
Lord did not advise that the white metal be 
quoted at more than double its actual value 
in the market whatever that value might be. 
The Helena paper says our policy has de- 
creased the quantity of money, which i« not 
true. On the contrary, it has added about 600 
millions of silver money and Treasury notes 
to the money in circulanon, while only about 
8,000,000 silver dollars had been coined in the 
United States previous to the act which papers 
of the silver monometallic stripe allege to have 
‘* demonetized silver. Then the said paper 
offers to give $500,000 in gold for a million 
silver dollars, and says it would make 8500, 
000 out of the transaction, asif this proves 
anything more than that the silver dollar is 
held up to more than twice its bullion vaiue 
by the sustaining power of gold. Its editor 
should correspond .with some bullion dealer 
in Europe, asking him how much in gold he 
would give for a million dollars in United 
States silver, with the proviso that the said 
dollars were not to be returned to this side of 
the Atlantic. He would find the best bid to 
be about $460,000, and also discover, if he 
does not already know it, that the price bid 
for the silver coin under the condition named 
would be exactly equal to the price obtainable 
for the amount of silver in the million coins 
if offered in the shape of builion. A little 
further investigation might lead to the con- 
clusion that the buying power of that million 
of United States silver dollars would be no 
greater than that of $460,000 in gold but for 
the exercise of the sustaining power which the 
Helena paper seems anxious to have set aside. 


Tur New York World says it bas asked the 
‘Dauks of that city why they are hoardmg 
many millions of gold for which they have 
absolutely no use whatever,“ and that their 
replies are “‘ evasive, shifty, and insincere "—

JOHN REDMOND’S ADVICE TO THE QUEEN, 


He Thinks Parliament Should Be Dis- 
solved op the Home Rule Issue, 

Loxbox, Feb. 11.—In the House of Com- 
mune today John Redmond, the Parnellite 
leader, resumed the debate on the address in 
reply to the Queen’s speech. He submitted 
the following amendment: 

We humbly represent to your Majesty that the 
time has come when it is the duty of the Minis- 
ters to advise your Majesty to dissolve the pres- 
ent Parliament and to submit the question of 
home rule to the electors. 

Redmond said the Liberals during the last 
three years had kept home rule as the first 
item on the Newcastle program, but they 
steadily went on with other projects, quietly 
shelving Ireland. With the retirement of Mr. 
Gladstone Ireland had been left in a misera- 
ble position, seeing that home rule was indef- 
initely postponed. Lord Rosebery’s recent 
speech at Bradford showed that the next elec- 
thon would be fought on the question of the 
House of Lords, and if that palicy wus per- 
sisted in it meant the end of home rule. This 
was a complete reversal of the policy an- 
nounced, and he called upon the government 
tu fulfill ite pledges to the Parnellites and 
other Irish members, dissolve Parliament, 
and submit the question of home rule for Ire- 
land to the electorate of the kingdom, 

John Morley, replymg to Mr. Redmond, 
denied that Lord Rosebery had given up home 
rule, and said no more mischievous blow was 
ever struck against home rule than Mr. Rea- 
mond’s amendment. The fact of his moving 
such an amendment was a sad blow to the 
Irish cause. Mr. Redmond had committed 
himeelf to the most absurd political paradox. 
He was trying, in the name of home rule, by 
an alliance with a party which asserted that 
home rule menaced the Constitution and was 
dangerous to the empire, to eject a govern- 
ment which had passed the home rule bill in 
the House of Commons, | 

Mr. Balfour said he would vote for the 
amendment, for dissolution was what he 
wanted. He was convinced that the govern- 
ment also wanted dissolution. The amend- 
ment was rejected by a vote of 236 to 256. 

In the course of the discussion in the House 
of Lords today on Lord Ashbourne’s protest 
against the dismissal of Mr. Moffatt, Fresi- 
dent of the Queen's College, Galway, and Mr. 
Bourke, Chairman of the Irish Pensions 
Board, Earl Spencer, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, explains that both officers came un- 
der the civil service rule requiring their re- 
tirement when they became 60 years of age. 
Earl Spencer added that it was the opinion of 
the Irish Government that Mr. Bourke was 
not the person who could smoothly carry out 
certain projected prison reforms,

Wasutineros, D. C., Feb, 11.—4 list of the 
countries which were invited to codperate in 
the observance of the Paris regulations touch- 
ing sealing in Bering Sea was given in the cor- 
respondence sent to Congress today.

Shimoda has made his plan conform to the 
lay of the land. The sketch shows a garden 
with its main entrance through a bamboo 
gate near the south end. A little to the 
northward of the gate starts a rough stone 
wall increasing in height till at the north 
end of the garden it rises to the 
dignity of a cliff, over which 
flows a cascade, supplyiug the lagoons within 
the inclosure. The artificial cliffs are cons 
tinued along the coast. line to the south end, 
where they again come to the level of the 
ground, Two stone arches, made to repre. 
sent the action of the sea on the rocks, are 
shown. The lagoon or basin, with many bays 
and islands, is shallow and desigued for the 
growth of lutus flowers and other aquatic 
plants. 

Stepping stones afford an opportunity for a 
closer examination of the plants than can de 
had from the shore. Bamboo bri and 
cottages add to the Japanesque character of 
the landscape, which is increased by the in- 
troduction of dwarfed pines from the Orient, 
several of which excited much interest when 
exhibited in the Horticultural Department at 
the World’s Fair. 

Theso caught the eye of the Commissioners, 
who admitted their picturesque effect, but 
doubted their adaptability. Mr. Shimoda 
was asked how he could manage to make the 
Gwarf pines of Japan flourish on the bleak 
shores of Lake Michigan. The architect re- 
pliea that he could take a common American 
pine with a trunk two or three inches in di- 
ameter and in ten years’ time so twist it out 
of its natural shape that it would be as 
gnarled, ugly. and artistic as any exotic speci- 
men impurted from the East. 

Mr. Shimoda’s d n has set the Park 
Commissioners to thin Its novelty and 
beauty are admitted, and it would appro- 
priately fill the space at the junction of North 
avenue and the Lake-Shore drive is conceded, 
but the question of expense remains to be 
considered, The level of the ponds is higher 
than that of the lake, and to prevent leakage 
it is the architect’s idea to build the bottom 
of cement, which is a costly material.

The arguments in the suit of the Attorney- 
General againat the Pullman company, which 
were interrupted a week ago by the illness of 
Judge Baker. were resumed yesterday after- 
neon in the Judge’s chamber. Attorney John 
S. Runnelis took up the argument in favor of 
the pleas filed by the company in answer to 
the information of the Attorney-General. 
Mr. Runneils held that the company in own- 
ing dwelling-houses. an office building, and 
churches, botels, and theaters has not exceed- 
ed the powers granted by its  char- 
ter. He read a number of decisions 
to show a corporation may do anything which 
is necessury to carry out the provisions 

its charter, and that in definme 
what is necessary the courts give a good 
deal of latitude. The word necessary, he 
said, has been construed by the courts fo 
mean anything that is convenient or profita- 
bie and tis in furtherance of the object for 
which the corporation was formed. The Pulil- 
man company was organized to manufacture 
railway cars, and in pursuing that object it 
can do anything that an individuai could do, 
provided the thing done is not contrary to the 
provisions of the charter or in opposition tu 
the laws of the State. It may own whut 
property is needed to carry on its work and 
must not be held strictly to whut is absolute- 
ly necessary. Mr. Runnells said the position 
of the Attorney-General is wrong when he 
says a corporation can only acquire euch real 
estate as is indispensable in its business.

to Held To- 


May Resign=Meeting 

night to See What He Do About 
iteThere Is Much Discussion in the 
Church as to What Will Be the Oat- 
come of the Diseussion=The Rev. Mr. 
Lanna Talks to Mivisters, 


A meeting of the Warren Avenue Congrega- 
tional Church, Warren and Albany avenues, 
will be held tonight for the purpose of per- 
suading the pastor, the Rev. James A. Adams 
to offer his resignation. But as Mr. Adams 
announced from the pulpit last Sunday morn- 
ing that it was his last Sunday in the pastor- 
ate and that he would offer his resignation at 
the prayer-meeting Wednesday evening it is 
not known what course the meeting this even- 
ing will take. “The probability is it will ad- 
journ to Thursday evening to see whether Mr. 
Adams will resign Wednesday evening and 
whether the resignation will be accepted. 

Inquiry among Mr, Adams’ parishioners 
yesterday developed the fact that he was be- 
ing forced to resign by a majority. of his 
flock,amounting possibly to three-fourths. 
The opposition is based on nothing sensa- 
tional. Thereis no complaint against his 
Christian character, nor against his ortho- 
doxy, nor against his ability as a preachér. 
The worst that any one had to say was that 
he had once or twice made trouble by sar- 
castic remarks from the pulpit, that he had 
interfered with and countermanded the work 
of the church committees, and that the church 
was running down. 

The only thing any one was disposed to 
charge Mr, Adams with related to a vious 
resignation. He has for some years n one 
of the writers on the Advance, and some 
months ago the proprietor, the late H. 8 
Harrison, intimated that he might eoon need 
all his time. Under this impression, Mr, 
Adams offered to the church his resignation. 
Immediately afterward Mr. Harrison was 
killed and Mr. Adauis wished to.withdraw his 
resignation. It is intimated that he packed a 
meeting with his friends and had his resigna- 
tion deciined. But Mr. Adams says he did 
not offer his resignation until the meeting 
conveped, and that it was déclined by a 
— vote without comment or remark. 

r. Adams’ opponents think the church has 
come to a stand, and can never advance until 
it has a new pastor. are influenced 
somewhat by the prosperity of a rival, the 
California Avenue Congsegational Church. 
The pastor of the church is the Rev. Mr. Fox, 
who draws immense congregations, and bids 
fair to attract all the Congregationalists in 
that part of the city, unless there is a chauge. 
It is admitted that five or six families will 
withdraw from the Warren Avenue Church 


when Mr. Adams leaves, but it is said nearly 


as many more will join as soon as he is gone, 
and that a new pastor will start the church on 
a new career of growth and prosperity. 
Adams is willing to have them try it. He 
said yesterday he had 2 closed up his 
work tiere, whether his resignation was ac- 
cepted or not, and that the church was free to 
make new arrangements. 


[James A. Adams was born forty years ago and 
wus educated at Knox College in this State and 
at the Union r Seminary in New York. 
He came to this city from 5t. Louis six years ago 
and is the first and only pastor the Warren Ave- 
nue Church has had. hen he took it it was a 
mere mission of the First Church and is now a 
vigorous and self-sustaining body of 842 mem- 
bers. It has proved itssifa power for good on 
the West Side, having taken a prominent and 
important part in charitable work. in political 
reform, in criminal prosecution, and in literary 
cultare, Mr. Adams feels that he has done a 
good work and is proud of his record. He will 
continue for the present his relations with the 
Advance and employ himself with a volume of 
sermons which he has in the press.] | 


DR. LUNN TALES TO THE MINISTERS, 


He Explains to Them the Cause and Effect 
of the Grindewald Conference. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry S. Lunn spoke yester- 
day to the Methodist, Baptist, Congregational, 
and Presbyterian ministers at the First Meth- 
odist Church, He was presented by Dr. J. 
H. Barrows. The cause of the Grindewald 
conference, he said, was the wide separation 
of the Church of England on account of re- 
ligious belief.

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YALE PROFESSORS TAKE [S8UE WITH 


PRESIDENT ELIOT. 


Declare the Game Is Net Brutal and Deny 
Nearly All the Harvard Man's State- 
ments<—Says He Views Athleties in Gen- 
eral from a: Prejudiced Standpoint=— 
Chicage University Faculty te Reject 
the Rules Kecently Proposed for West- 
ern Colleges at Saturday’s Meeting. 

Yale professors, having had time to think 
over the criticisms on the game of football 
made by President Eliot of Harvard, come 
out now and contradict him in nearly every 
statement. In a general way President Eliot 
declared against football; the Yale faculty 
seems to be decidedly for it. Prof. Eugene 

L. Richard’s, Chairman of the Yale faculty's 

Committee on Athletics, who represents pret- 

ty closely the ideas of the others, takes issue 

with President Eliot ut all points. 

“When Dr. Eliot discusses athletics he 
seems entirely swayed by prejudice,” says 

Prof. Richards. He seems to have little or 


no first-hand, reliable infofmation on the. 


matter, His point of view is hostile. He 
seems to have made up. his mind to destroy. 
He complains that athletes are in a state of 
exhaustion just before the great con- 
tests of the year. Certainly Yale teams are 
not, and if Harvard's are it must be 
a fault of their system of training. Members 
of Yale teams were never in better condition 
than last year, and this year will be marked 
by added moderation in all lines of athletic 
work, the innovation being the result of a de- 
cision of the athletic Captains and students 
themselves without suggestion from the fac- 
ulty. President Eliot would condemn foot- 
ball because of extravagance in preparation 
for the games and in the games themselves. 
He must remember that there are many rich 
men’s sons in coliege, and that if they do not 
spend their money in one way they, will in 
another. The athletic leaders and the faculty of 
Yale are, however, trying to check the finan- 
cial expense as far as possible, The game is 
not brutal and accidents are less frequent 
than ten years ago. We need only a more 
rational spirit among the players and coach- 
ers,” 

It is said on the authority of a professor at 
the University of Chicago that the university 
will not adopt the rules to govern athletics 
drawn up by the conference of university 
Presidents Keg 11. The adoption of these 
rules would deprive the university teams of 
some of their best men, against whom the 
charge of ‘‘ professionalism” as defined 
could be lodged and proved. The faculty 
does not favor professiunalism in college 
athletics, but wishes to give a little more lati- 
tude than the rules allow. The sections to 
which objection is taken are:? 

No person shall be admitted to any intercol- 
legiate contest who has received any gift, re- 
—— or pay for his services on a college 

am. ‘ 

No person who has been employed in training a 
college team for any intercollegiate contests shall 
be allowed to participate in any intercollegiate 
contest as a member of any team which he has 
trained, and no professional athlete and no per- 
son who has ever been a member of a profes- 
—2 team shall play in an intercollegiate con- 

8 

Coll teams shall not engage in games with 
any professional team nor those teams represent 
ing so-called athletic clubs. 

The adoption of these rules, it is said, would 
deprive the university teams of such men as 
Nichols, the baseball pitcher; Capt. Allen 
and Ewing, the football players; and some 
others, whose loss would be seriously felt. 
They are said to be professionals under these 
rules, but would not be deemed so by the 
ordinary. tests. They are valuable men to 
the teams, and it is declared the athletic spirit 
is too strong in the faculty to permit of their 
being sacrificed without the proof of stronger 
charges of professionalism than have been 
brought against them. The faculty will vote 
on the question next Saturday. 

rule prohibiting college teams from 
playing with so-called athletic club teams 
does not meet with favor either. In fact 
none of the colleges represented at that con- 
ference of Presidents seems to be anxious to 
act upon the suggestions there formulated. 
The faculty of the University of Illinois calls 
the conference rules inadequate; Chicago 
University does not want them; Michigan 
would have nothing to do with the conference; 
and the others are still to be heard from.

The sewing circle of grandmother's time 
has been superseded by so-called higher clubs 
for women, Prominent among these organ- 
izations is one known as the mothers’ class."

The mothers’ class at Hinsdale is wide-awake.

considered immodest for any one but a 

tc know and almost inexcusable to consider. 
More keenly than ever woman realizes that health 
is the condition of vigor, beauty, intelligence, 
and happiness. 

As our clothing is fitted to us by the profes- 
sional, so have we been instructed to think that 
the subjec's for woman's contemplation must lie 
well within the boundaries of a permit kindly 
granted by the lords of creation. whose ritualistic 
trisquare bes made it impossible for her to un- 
sex herself in making some misguided progress. 
It is interesting to read in the program of the Na- 
tional Council of Women, soon to be held in 
Washington, the names of the plucky women 
who years ago defied social ostracism and made 
the present women's movement possible. How 
simple now the effort for the mothers’ class to 
calmly inquire into the origin and authority of 
certain so-called social postulates and axioms 
which for a long period of time have received a 
rather doubtful, but uncomplainingzassent. 


Barrier te Many Widespread Eviis. 


In view of so much work to be done it would 
be surpris if she does not attack some of the 
most difficult subjects first. ‘Sex in Education 
for Children {the mothers’ class regards as a 
barrier to many widespread evils, but, without 
the security of an organization, who would in- 
dividnally declare it? Clearly it is a Pp ilo- 
sophia! 1 the compietest living 
is found y upon the completest intel! ce 
and culture. To many thoughtful peopie it 
would seem that these reinvestigations must 
either bring fresh support to certain old views or 
that very many facts must receive different treat- 
ment. 

Miss Morley's paper, read before the mothers’ 
class recently, is a case in point. In it she un- 
reservedly brings to the bar of woman's judg- 
ment cortain physiological facts and deductions. 
Her solution in the formof a course of in- 

was a sensible appeal to 
minds ven occasionally engage 
in little “conscious  cerebration.”’ 
The pa is a volume of physiological truth, 
fuil of deiicate and apt illustration, remarkable 
for its tact. Its leaves ought to be illuminated 
with more than monkish care. Ite weighty sig- 
nificance is a bar to frivolity. The paper ap- 
als tono authority, has none of the spirit of 
conociasm, relegates false modesty, but pro- 
1 do woll what before has never been done 
at all. 

How can one estimate himself? Well, the near 
approach of dotage, gradual mental indura 
or false views of life may certainly be suspect 
if appeals for better living are not seriously in- 
spected. However,it is not an easy matter to 

ink along new lines, but when the exploration 
has been made how easy is the way, and 7 — 
after we pride ourselves upon such self-evident 
truths. he many cannot and some will not 
unless guided by their shibboleth, strangely 
fearing to disturb a belief handed down to us 
from an age tenfold less capable than our own. 

From subject to subject the Mothers” Class 
takes its peaceful way without let or hindrance, 
neither deigning to ask their lords if they have 
given a quit claim to the topic nor so much as 
asking if it is covered by a mortgage. Already 
woman has scisntifically invaded the home from 
attic to cellar, respectfully listened to the sage 
remarks of the family physician, and given us at 
last a capital book., Women, Plumbérs, and

In truth. the fettered proprieties of so-called 
woman’s sphere slowly change, as some frail ves- 
sel of womankind walks away with the honors of 
senior wrangler and valedictorian, or captures 
the highest percentage at a law college, or ex- 
plores some African forest, or is the first to found 
adepartment of comparative religion in some 
great university. 


Attacks the Very Citadel. 


Finally, the Mothers’ Class attacks the very 
citadel where men have won their proudest 
laurels—education ly. this seems presump- 
h when we remember how limited 
have been her opportunities. Within the mem- 
ory of meii still living ’’ a little needle work, mu- 
sic, d „ some arithmetic and history. and a 
smattering of French were quite sufficient for a 
woman of quality. Classic culture, conic sections, 
the sciences, jurispradence, and medicine, these 
and more were entirely beyond both her reach 
and capacity. At that time no one would ques- 
tion her right to ascertain who were the mak- 
ers of Venice.“ and all would advise the erotic 
analysis of Corinne. An Amelia wards a 
half a century ago would have been not simply 
an oddity, but quite preposterous. Even Vassar 
and Weilesley, the most advanced schools for 
women. have come into being and taken a name 
since our civil war. 

What right, then, has woman to investigate 
and pronounce upon primary educauon? And 
yet Jan. 24 the Mothers’ Class, under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Bagley, began some explorations, 
John loves his dog—Mary went to school—The 
cat can catch the rat.” have long been regarded 
as suitable intellectual food for young chiidren 
after they arrive at school age. But an Eastern 
teacher—Miss Mary A. Aber has been quietly 
. followed by some practical school 
work. To ber such sentences were trivial in the 
extreme, containing 3 of a nutritive char- 
acter, noth to awake ose faculties whose 
free exercise is the glory of childhood. Said she: 

“ Why not bring the child into immediate con- 
tact with the fountains of knowledge, into the 
yery presence of those useful and beautiful ob- 
jects which engage the thoughts of men and 
women? Here are the rocks, the fertile soil, and 
the crystais, growing plants and moving anima! 
life, the air with its banks of cloud, its rain, and 
frost, and the lights of the sky. Grown people, 
who conceive these objects in their scientific re- 
latioug, objects well-nigh buried under an un- 
couth terminology, forget the curiosity and in- 
tense interest with which we greeted them in 
childhood. 

It must be added that the most natural thing 
in the world is motherhood, and the nearest ap- 
proach to an axiom resulting therefrom is the 
natural interest in the discipline, education, and 
direc of her own child. It is not unexpected, 
either, that she takes under advisement the sub- 
ject of primary education, for it is well known 
that no male school board ever voluntarily quit 
an educational rut. One woman recently re. 
marked that every member of the school board 
ought to be strapped down toa chair and com- 
pe led to hear how Miss Aber secured her results.

The prolific talent of American artists for

today stands. 

The second great period of art in America 
was designated as the landscape riod, 
Thomas Cole, James Hart. aed ag and 
William M. Hunt were named as the men 
whose influence on this branch of art in 
America had been most strongly felt. 

To Hunt’s influence among his pupils in 
Boston was traced the first real craze of 
American artists to study abroad. 

At the close of her talk Mrs. Ford recited 
with much relish the story of the founding of 
the Association of American Artists, which 
has become such a power in the art world.
